At To The Scalp Bounty Law. 


Represntative 
Hornby 
writes 
us 
there is a wrong impression regarding 
certain features of the Wild Animal 
Bounty Bill as finally passed. 
The Bill 
as agreed to by the Free Conference 
Committee and which escaped the ex­ 
ecutive veto will not go into effect un­ 
til September 1st, 1912. 
It provides 
$100,000.00 for the extermination of 
wild animals: for lobos, panthers, etc. 
$5.00; for coyotes, $1.00; for wild cats 
$1.00. 


Counties are to pay one-fourth of 
these amounts. 
Trappers must secure 
the consent of the owners of the land 
on which they desire to trap. 
The 
Commissioners can 
require as much 
evidence as they want to satisfy them­ 
selves that the scalps have been ob­ 
tained according to the provisions of 
the bill. 
They may refuse to pay the 
bounty if they are not satisfied and 
there is no appeal. 
On the whole he belives the people 
are most fortunate in seeur ng the 
passage of this law in any shape and 
• for the bill to escape being vetoed. 
In 
the face of the large deficiency and an 
unavoidable inert ase in the S tate Tax 
rate, Governor Colquitt would have had 
J more reason to veto the m easure than 
did G overnor Campbell at the lest ses- 
j aion.
